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BRITISH UNANIMITY 
May 15. 


‘The unanimous vote of the House of Com- 
‘mons approving the resolution “that the 
House welcomes the formation of a Govern- 
ment representing the united, inflexible re- 
solve of the nation to prosecute the war 
against Germany to a victorious conclusion,” 
taken together with the overwhelming sup- 
port given by the Labour Party at Bourne- 
mouth to a resolution advocating Labour 
participation in the new Cabinet, is indica~ 
live of the manner in which Mr, Winston 
Churchill has welded the whole nation to- 
yether. ‘The new Ministry enters upon its 
labours confident of the united support of 
the whole country, an important factor at a 
time when the war has flared up in a.man= 
tuer which was long expected. Tt speaks well 
for the British parliamentary system that at 
times such as these, a political crisis can be 
so swiftly disposed’ of. Within a compara- 
tively few hours of Mr. Chamberlain's re~ 
signation a War Cabinet, the establishment 
of which has long been advocated, had 
been brought into being, ensuring that there 
should be no dislocation of Britain's war 
effort, while the filling of other ministerial 











posts’ has gone forward with commendable 
rapidity. Great Britain took its political 
crisis in ite stride, ‘The man who most 


‘appeals to the people is now in control, the 
man who is most feared by the Nazis, and 
algo most hated, has taken up the burden of 
‘office, and, when he says that the British aim 
is for victory at all costs, he is voicing the 
determination of Britons that no sacrifice 
shall be spared to ensure that the Ailles shall 
‘emerge victorious from this present struggle, 
‘and that care shall be taken to prevent any’ 
further attempts to wreck the peace of 
Europe 93 the Nazis have so callously done 
during the past two years. It. cannot be 
doubted for a moment that Herr Hitler 
lwunehed his onslaught on the Low Coun~ 
ties when he did, hoping that the political 
crisis in Britain would afford him some ad- 
vantage, In that he has been disappointed. 
‘The dispositions in the Continent which had 
been made by the Allies were calculated to 
meet any such move, and the rapidity with 
‘which the Allies went to the assistance of 
the countries attacked is ample proof of the 





care, and forethought which had been 
employed in preparing against just this 
contingency. 


‘The formation of the War Cabinet will be 
welcomed as providing a means for reaching 
rapid decisions, which could not so quickly 
be made when the deliberations of a full 
Cabinet were necessary. Tt will ensure that 
‘Mtr, Churchill, a man of switt and energetic! 
decision, will be supported by men who 
have the completest trust in him. During 
the course of the next few weeks it may be 
taken for granted that the War Cabinet will 
bbe called’ upon to make many far-reaching 
judgments at a rate commensurable with the 
increasing tempo of the struggle which is 
now progressing in the Low Countries. In 
its work it will have the support and con- 
fidence of the whole of the Empire, for it 
‘has at its head a_man not only of imagina- 
lion, but also of sturle realism. ‘That will 
be needed in the grim days which are ahead. 
{t may be safely concluded that ad Herr 
Hitler not laumched the present offensive, the 
accession of Mr, Churchill to power would 
itself have meant that the Allies would 
have embarked upon a snore energetic pro- 
secution of the war. ‘The demand for that 
had been growing very considerably during! 
the last few months, and to no small extent 
‘Mr. Chamberlain owes his downfall to failure! 
to respond to it. The debate on the Nor- 
wogim reverse was in itself symptomatic of 
the growing unrest concerning the manner 
in which the war was being waged, and now 
Here Hier has swung into action, ‘the Allies 
muy confidently be expected to respond with 

‘the energy of which they are capable. 

dynamic governments in Britain, and 
France, willing and anxious to exchange! 
blow for blow with the Germans, there need 
now be no anxiety as to how’ the Allies| 
‘will reply to the German onslaught. ‘The 
war has entered upon a decisive stage with 
Great Britain and France nd. also. those 
other nations which Germany has foreed to 
side with them banded together with a 














common purpose and with many advantages 
in their favour. It will undoubtedly prove 
to be the case that the tide of battle will 
swing from one side to the other many times 
before the ultimate result is achieved, but 
there can be nothing but confidence on the 
part of the Allies that ultimately it will rest 
with them. 

this in no way is to be taken as under- 
estimating the strength of the enemy. Herr 
Hitler during the last few years has built 
up a formidable military ‘machine, more 
formidable than that with which the ox- 
Kaiser sought to do what he is now attemp!- 
ing. ‘The Allies are in a correspondingly 
betier position now than they were then to 
‘meet the challenge, but they can expect to 
be fully extended before a final decision is 
reached. The extent of the gamble to which 
Heer Hitler has committed himself may be 
realized when it is remembered that he is 
racing not only against time, but also against 
the rapid diminution of his war reserves 
which becomes accelerated as the activities| 
of the German armies increase, Reliable 
authorities believe that German’ reserves, 
‘though large, are strictly limited by reason of| 
tite blockade, and the closer they get to 
exhaustion the fiercer will be the enemy's 
‘endeavours to break the stranglehold which 
the Allies have upon him. They are con- 
‘sequently entering upon the hour of gravest 
teial, ‘They will meet it with that courage, 
‘and endurance with which they met the 
darkest days of 1914-1918, and they will do 
30 in the knowledge that their Governments 
‘are now best fitted to lead them, and that 
the men in charge are those in whom they 
hhave the greatest possible confidence. It is} 
not always possible to draw parallels be- 
tween the present time, and twenty-five 
years ago, but it is as well to remember that 
it was an’ uphill Oght for a long time before 
the menace of German might was effectively 
dealt with. ‘There is no reason whatever to 
think that something of the same nature 
will not be encountered inthis present 
struggle. It is only by the most stubborn 
resistance that enemy strength ean be whit- 
tled down. It will require patience and 
determination to see this thing through to. 
the bitter end. ‘The new Prime Minister is 
the very embodiment of those qualities, and 
the unanimous support given him in the 
House of Commons on Monday, together with 
the general welcome which has been given 
him ‘throughout the nation, shows how 
‘solidly it is behind him in his determination 
to baulk at no sacrifice to ensure that tho 
Allies shall be victorious in a struggle which 
involves thelr very existence. 








A GERMAN SUCCESS 
May 16. 

OF the seriousness of the blow to the Al- 
ties caused by the surrender by the Nether- 
landers of practically all their country with 
the éxeeption of the province of Zeeland, 
there cannot be the slightest doubt. Against 
the overwhelming force which the Germans| 
threw into Holland, and the technical equip- 
‘ment which Germany has built up, the Hol- 
anders despite their indomitable courage 
could not hope to prevail. They valiantly! 
did their best, amd very deep, and reat 
sympathy will be felt for them in their hour! 
of trial. Of this they may rest assured the! 
Allies intend to continue Aghting until the’ 
machine which has lald the Netherlands low 
has been smashed, and the Low Countries| 
restored to thelr integrity, and independence. 
‘Their people have made, and are making| 
hhuge sacrifices to avert that servitude which 
the Nazis have clamped down upon coun-| 
tries unfortunate enough to bo subjugated 
by them, and in the hour of victory they will 
‘be remembered. As a result of six days’ Nght 
ing a clear picture has developed of what! 
the Germans are attempting to do, with, it 
must be admitted, up to the present, ‘no! 
small degree of success. Apart from’ the| 
desire to reach the Netherlands coast. from 
‘which to launch air attacks upon Great Bri- 
tain, there is also in progress a vast turning 
movement through the Low Countries, which| 
may be expected to ‘devélop with even’ 
‘greater intensity now that Holland has been 
forced’ to capitulate. Commencing with at- 
tacks eastward into Holland, and into Bel- 

im in the vicinity of Maastricht, where a 
ieee of bad luck made the German effort 
fall the more stiecessful, the German forces 
advanced across the King Albert Canal 
forming a salient roughly bounded by. the 
River Gette, Tirlemont, Varennes back to 
‘Tongres and then down to the Meuse some- 
where to the west of Liege, the city of which 
hhas beon captured, though the forts, at any 
rate up to yesterday morning, were still 
holding out. “In the salient thus described 
the invaders are at present secking to cross| 
the River Gette toward Louvain and_Ant-| 
‘werp, a movement which should be greatly’ 
jecelerated now that they will be able to 
strike southward from Holland and. thus 
probably turn the remainder of the fortified 
Tine along the King Albert Canal. 

Between the Meuse and the Moselle the! 
Germans have advanced rapidly through the 
‘Ardennes, and are reported not only to be 
‘driving the spearhead of their advance 
southwards to Sedan and Longwy, which are 
reported to have been entered, but are like- 
\wise advancing westwards towards the forti- 




















fled Belgian positions along the River Meuse, 





particularly towards Namur and Dinant. 
This may have the effect of forcing the 
Allies to withdraw from the narrow salient! 
which they occupy west of Liege and 
straighten their line until it should run from | 
Tirlemont south-eastwards to the Meuse in 
the neighbourhood of Huy or possibly 
Namur, while the possibility of a further 
withdrawal south-eastward in the event of 
the Germans occupying Antwerp cannot be 
overlooked. Just where the German ad- 
vanee will finally be held up it is at present 
difficult to forecast, for it is obviously being 
carried along by its original momentum, and 
it may be some days, or perhaps weeks be- 
fore the present onrush is finally stopped. 
‘While the trials to which the Allies are being 
subjected are similar to those they experienc 
ed during the first few weeks of the last 
war, it is quite impossible to establish true 
parallels because of the important, new 
factors to be found in the aeroplane and the 
‘mechanized units. Movement is very much’ 
swifter than ever before, and released from| 
‘thelr preoccupation in Holland, the German | 
‘advance may again be speeded up at a time: 
when it was thought that the Allies were 
very neatly holding it. What has been made 
very plain is that in this advance the Ger- 
mans following the practice of the last war 
have sacrificed large numbers of men in 
killed and wounded, indicative of the des~ 
perate lengths Herr Hitler is prepared to £0) 
in his endeavour to obtain a swift and 
decisive victory. ‘There the parallel with 
the last war seems to be complete, and the 
manner in which German youth 'is being 
used as cannon fodder is all on a par with 
the way in which they were sacrificed 
twenty-six years ago. 


It would be highly imprudent to seek to 
minimise the initial German success, but at] 
the same time foolish to permit an exagge! 
ated idea as to its dimensions to prevail. 
‘The Germans had all the advantage of sur~ 
prise and the treachery of the Nazis in the 
Netherlands, and they have succeeded in de~ 
livering a heavy blow. But this is only the’ 
beginning of a battle which judging from the 
experiences of the past may last for weeks! 
to come, ‘That it will continue until the 
German’ momentum is slowed down either 
by active resistance or the temporary ex- 
haustion of resources, may be taken for 
granted. The various announcements which 
have been made by the Allied commands 
breathe the completest confidence. ‘The real 
battle has not yet been entirely engaged, and 
‘when it does it may take a very considerable 
time before the results will ‘emerge. The 
Allied command may be expected to make] 
its stand in positions calculated to give them 
the greatest benefit, and, if the present move- 
ments are taken as a delaying action while 
the final positions for battle are being pre- 
pared, that undoubtedly will give the best] 
idea ‘of a- situation which at the present] 
moment is in a state of flux. The Allied troops 
for the moment are fighting a rearguard 
action, inflicting the utmost possible damage 
upon the enemy and making him pay dearly 
for every advance which he makes. Never~ 
theless ‘there may be dark days ahead, 
‘The Allies cannot expect to win every 
engagement, and at the moment the Ger= 
mans have’ the advantage of the initiativ 
‘That will eventually be taken from them as 
the Allied war effort increases, and passes| 
the peak which the Germans have already’ 
attained. ‘This is not going to be a short: 
‘war, and the Allies may expect thelr ups! 
and’ downs, but so long as these are faced 
with the determination that the last battle’ 
shall be won by the Allies, these reverses 
‘can be set in thelr proper perspective. For 
the rest the fate of the Netherlands will 
arouse the sympathy of the whole world, and 
fon the part of the Allies the firmest insistence 
that they shall in the end get back all for 
which they sot out so gallantly to fight. 














MURDERED NEUTRALITY 
May 17. 

Probably th chief reason why the Nazis 
hate, and fear Mr. Winston Churchill is be- 
‘cause he has at all times refused to be hood- 
winked by the protestations of thelr leaders, 
and has observed past trends with that| 
realistic eye for which he is fomous. In a 
broadeast over the BBC. on January 21, 
which aroused comment all over the world, 
he asked with regard to the small neutrals 
of Europe 

What would happen if all small neutral 

nations concerned ‘were spontaneously to do 

their duty in accordance with the covenant 

vf the League of Nations, and stand 1 

with the British and French Empires against 

aggressioe. and wrong? 

He said at present their plight was lamen- 
table, but it would become much worse, All 
of them 














roar even more loudly, and. widely, and 

spread to south, and north. ‘There was no 

hance of «speedy end except through United 
While the speech received much favourable] 
notice abroad, there were some criticisms to} 
the effect that Mr. Churehill was endeavour- 
ing to teach the neutrals their business, and 
seeking to align them against Germany to fight! 
the Allied battle. Those criticisms were ill- 
founded, and in the light of all that has hap- 
pened since he delivered that address it can 
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now be rightly assumed that the man, who 
is now Prime Minister of Great Britain, was 
in fact telling the world at large what he 
foresaw would happen, and what everyone 
now knows has occurred. In Scandinavia 
the countries there failed to enter into an 
‘arrangement for common defence against 
aggression for fear of offending Germany. 
‘They sought to maintain as complete a neu- 
trality ns possible, though obviously for 
manifest reasons inclined in favour of Ger- 
many. It served them in no.manner what 
ever. Denmark and the greater part of 
Norway fell before a sudden and treacherous 
onslaught. Sweden remains, isolated, and 
when it serves his purpose Herr Hitler will 
doubtless invade that country as well, and 
while Sweden may be in a posture to offer 
a sterner resistance than was Norway, she 
‘will in that event stand alone, facing the 
risk of being overrun as have been her 
neighbours, 

Looking back over the carly days of the 
war, to the frantic efforts of the monarchs of 
the Low Countries in eleventh hour efforts 
fo stave off the outbreak of hostilities, and 
the Jater endeavours in favour of peace, it 
is clear that they recognized the danger 
which existed for them in thelr proximity to 
a nation whose ruler, bound by no canons 
0f decency, could, and would attack them 
whenever he thought fit, ‘Those movements 
having fatled they also sought to preserve 
such a neutrality as would give Germany no 
excuse for offence in the hope that the storm 
of war would still pass them by. ‘They en= 
tered into no negotiations between them- 
selves, of with the Allies, for the purpose of 
‘arranging a scheme of common defence, and 
nnine days ago, two days before the com- 
‘mencement of the German invasion, Holland, 
it is now known, refused to inform the Al- 
ios of its plans of mobilization, and its acrial 
preparedness. Thus contrary’ to the lying 
reasons with which the ‘Germans have 
sought to justify their latest outrage— 
though why in the light of all that has. hap- 
pened they should still seek to do such # 
thing is quite incomprehensible,—the fact is 
that the Low Countries determined to stick 
to that form of neutrality least calculated 
to arouse German ire, that they neglected 
to take those ordinary precautions which 
might have permitted them to act in concert 
against aggression no matter whence it 
came. And so, as a Netherlands personality 
Js quoted as saying, “Having sacrificed vital 
contact with our noutral friends abroad by 
declining any staf consultations,—even with 
the Belgians,—we then had to sacrifice our 
liberty of action against enemies within — 
Netherlands Nazis who were protected by 
Berlin.” ‘There was no neutrality. ‘There 
never had been since the commencement of 
the war, for Herr Hitlor, having dectded that 
those who were not for him were against 
him, had slaughtered it in just as cold blood 
‘as that In which hundreds, nay thousands of 
innocent civilians have been murdered in 
the various countries upon which Nazism 
‘has laid its filthy hand. 

That is a fact which the Balkan States 
have to face now, and until this war is 
ended. It is a fact which nations further 
from the scene of operations may in theit 
turn have to face, one which almost as 
nearly concerns Italy itself, for cun it be 
believed that a victorious Hitler would 
have any compunetion about attacking that 
country should it in any way serve his 
ambitions? If Tl Duce fancies. that he can 
depend upon more honourable treatment 
than Herr Hitler has accorded other nations, 
hhe is gambling with all the cards stacked 
‘against him, Fortunately he may never 
have to endure the disillusionment which 
‘other countries have experienced, but enough 
has been shown by the conduct of Der 
Fuchrer, in the manner in which he has 
played fast and loose with the Rome-Berlin 
Axis, to prove beyond a peradventure of a 
doubt, that it has no more strength than Herr 
Hitler’ decides it shall have. It follows that 
not one single country is safe in adhering to 
those conceptions of neutrality which have 
enabled wars in the past to be confined in 
Scope and fought with some remnants of 
decency. That impression is gaining ground 
in the United States where the Government 
is bent on making more strenuous efforts to 
place its defences in such a condition as to 
be able to contemplate the possibility of 
onslaught in the future with some degree of 
complacency. No, neutrality is dead. Some 
may argue that in such an ideological war 
as this, amounting almost to a religious war, 
neutrality is impossible. ‘That is decidedly 
not the case. It was possible for neutrality 
to live despite the bitterness which underlies 
this titanic conflict, but Herr Hitler, for his 
‘own purposes, and because he realizes that 
he must stick at nothing if he has to have a 
chance of ever winning this war, has killed

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A WEEK OF STRUGGLE 
May 18. 
‘That the expected slowing down of the 
original German onslaught in Belgium wos 
to be expected, was clearly shown in the 

Allied communiqués, and the careful pre- 

paration of the German people through the 

enemy press and radio to receive the news. 

On the telegrams which came to hand yes~ 

terday it would seem that along the greater 

portion of the front the Germans were de- 
finitely held, but that between Namur and 
“Sedan there’ was a considerable amount of 
activity in which the Germans managed to 
create a ten mile salient which the Freuch 
troops with great gallantry succeeded in 
reducing to but four miles. ‘The fact that 
the rate of the German advance has been 
slowed down does not mean that there has 
been much reduction in the intensity of the 
fighting, for determined thrusts are still being 
made in the direction of Brussels, and 

Antwerp, and across the Meuse south of 

Namur. “How far the lightning stroke de- 

signed ‘by the enemy has succeeded may be 

estimated by the fact that despite the speed 
of mechanized arms in no place have the 

Germans penetrated Belgium to a depth of 

more than forty miles, while the greater 

portion of that advance was effected before 
the Allies were able to throw in. substantial 
enough reinforcements to assist the Belgians 
to hold up the enemy. It.was during the 
first few days of the past week that the 
Germans were able to make the greatest 
headway with forces which axe still cal- 
culated to be about in the ratio of ten to 
six in favour of the invaders, and it is ap- 
parent that as Allied xeinforcements are 
thrown into the battle area, and the existing 
disparity reduced, the chance of bringing the 
enemy to a complete standstill are all the 
more enhanced, With the transformation of 
the war from one of position to one of move- 
ment, it is not easy to establish more than 
an approximate line as indicating where the 
fighting is at present taking place, but if 
it is taken as stretching from the east of 

Aerschot in the north of Belgium, eastwards 

‘of Louvain, Wavre, Charleroi, Marienbourg 

and thence’ to Mezieres, with the fortresses 

of Licge and Namur still holding out, some 
fair idea of the position may be obtained, 
always realizing that there are considerable 
variations from that line owing to some of 

the German advances being local and on a 

row front, 

‘The line given above then, is not to be 
taken as representing opposed fronts as was 
the case for so long during the last war, but 
merely as giving a rough idea of the area 
in which probably the flercest fighting the 
world has ever seen is progressing. In this 
connection readers possessing maps with 
which they are watching the progress of the 
war would do well to remember that in- 
dications of the position of the Maginat Line 
are only very roughly accurate, ‘Thus 0 
wrong impression was created two or three 
days ago, when it was announced that the 
Germans had captured Sedan, and T.onnwy, 
that the French defences extending from the 
Moginot Line to the North Sea have been 
breached. Nothing was further from the 
truth for both those towns are situated to the 
east of that line, though on the maps they 
may appear cither to be on the line itself 
or even well within it. ‘Thus it was possible 
for the French to announce as they did that 
neither Sedan nor Longwy were of any 
great importance so far as the maintenance 
of the fortified line was concerned. ‘The 
position around the former town is still re- 
ported to be serious, though the French 
Succeeded in reducing the initial advantage 
which the Germans gained. East of Sedan 
the situation has improved and there is every 
reason to believe that the position to the 
‘west will not be allowed to worsen. North 
of Sedan, and towards Namur the position is 
still somewhat confused, though it is ex- 
pected that a day or so will reveal the exact 
position. 

‘Turning from the military to the political 
side of the war the reception of the brief 
address by the French Premier in the House 
of Deputies, the announcement of the acting’ 
Governor General of Canada, the appeal of 
President Roosevelt to Signor Mussolini to 
continue to work towards a localization of 
the war, and the recent pronouncements of 
the Pope all have thelr xespective signific~ 
ances. ‘The peril of the German onslaught 
has done much good in unifying the whole 
of France in support of the present govern- 
ment, and that nation has again risen to 
the occasion as it did so thoroughly during 
the dark days of the last war. ‘The deter- 
mination of Canada to continue to Aight with 
the Empire against German aggression has 
‘again been announced by the acting-Gover- 
nor General. It is symbolic of the unanimous 
intention of the whole of the British Com- 
monwealth to fight this war out to the bitter 
end until victory shall be secured and a 
chance obtained for the world again to seek 
the fruitful paths of peace. President Roose- 
velt's latest commtnication to Signor Mus- 
solini is on a par with other of his repre- 
sentations to the Italian dictator, being 
nothing in the nature of a new move but 
rather a continuation of the attempts hé has 
consistently been making towards the. same 
end. That, and the reprobation by His 
Holiness the Pope of the “new pagans,” and 
hhis messages to the latest victims of German 
‘aggression, expressing his wishes for the 























} speedy re-establishment of justice and liberty 


and conveying to them his apostolic blessing. 
Is of considerable political and psychological 
importance. ‘The moral bravery of His 
Holiness, situated as he is, in taking such a. 
step cannot but be a stimulus to those who 
realize that many long days of darkness will 
hhave to be passed through before his wishes! 
see fulflment. His Holiness is displaying 
the same courage as did another prince of 
the Chureh, Cardinal Mercier, during the 
last war, and it will not only be Roman 
Catholics’ who will receive inspiration from’ 
the nobility of his action. It still remains: 
to be seen what course Signor Mussolini 
will follow, “From all appearance there is 
no question as to whether, or not he will 
enter the war, but only the one as to when. 
‘The best, and’ most realistic method of look- 
ing at this particular aspect of the struggle! 
is to accept the view that, at a time when 
he considers Italian interests will best be 
served, Signor ‘Mussolini will abandon his 
attitude of non-belligerency, and throw his 
country into the struggle. About this there 
ean be only the slightest element of surprise 
and the fact that the Allies have already 
made all the preparations: whieh they con- 

necessary to deal with such an emerg- 

is clear enough indication that the 
ate entry of Italy into the war on the 
German side has never been lost sight of. 
‘That it will increase the task of the Allies 
foes without saying, but that it will influence 
the outcome of the war against them is to 
be doubted. 















SLIGHT IMPROVEMENT 
May 20, 

‘Though the week-end saw the capture by 
thé Germans of Brussels, and Antwerp little 
occurred on Friday, or Saturday to alter the 
general situation, and while the position is 
still {0 be described as serious, not only is 
it not hopeless, but there are signs of a 
small degree of betterment so far as the 
Allies are concerned. They do not appear 
to have done much towards reducing the 
bulge which the Germans created when they 
broke through the extension of the Maginot 
Line between Sedan and Avesnes, though 
they appear to have succeeded in’ slowing 
down the German advance, which has be- 
come practically stationary | except for en- 
deavours to force the issie on the Avesnes, 
Landrecies, Guise, and Vervins sectors. ‘The 
design behind this particular thrust is ob- 
viously to outflank the Allied forces. still 
operating in Belgium, for if they were able 
to proceed much further to the northwest 
along this line it would oblige the Allies to 
withdraw from Belgium into France, a 
movement which they may still have to 
make. Apart from the reports concerning 
the capture of Brussels, and Antwerp the 
situation in Belgium is still somewhat 
obscure, The forts of Liege and Namur are 
holding out despite the enemy's vaunted 
magnetic-electric ray, and have been ex- 
horted by King Leopold to continue to do 
80 to the end. When it is remembered how 
‘quickly Liege was reduced by German heavy 
artillery at the beginning of the last war it 
is clear that the fortifications which have 
since been strengthened present rather more 
formidable obstacles than they proved to be 
nearly twenty-six years ago. In the north 
of Belgium Ghent, and Bruges will obviously 
be the next objectives of the enemy, and 
should they be captured the Allies may be 
expected to fall back at least to the French 
frontier, thereby shortening their lines and 
consequently strengthening their position. 
How soon that will occur depends greatly 
upon what success the enemy obtains through 
his attempted advance along the line 
Avesnes, Landrecies, Guise, Vervins, but on 
present showing it would seem likely that the 
Allies will be able to decide when they will 
fall back, and not have the decision forced 
upon them. 

‘The magnitude of the gamble upon which 
Herr Hitler has embarked now stands out 
plain for all to see. The reckless manner 











into the field, and the enormous losses which 
have been inflicted upon them in men, and 
material support the opinion expressed by. 
‘My. Alfred Duff Cooper that he is staking 
his all on the battle which is now being 


fought. Should he lose it, he will have lost 
the war; should he win it he will have 
merely won the first round, for the Allies 
are still prepared and well equipped to con- 
tinue the struggle. It is reported from the 
United States that Der Fuehrer's present 
plan is to attempt a drive on Paris, and if 
he captures the French capital to offer France 
@ separate peace, and then devote himself 
to the destruction of Great Britain. If that 
is indeed in his mind it is indicative of how. 
completely mistaken he is regarding the 
French, and the realistic outlook they have 
upon the whole matter. Apart from her 
undoubted loyalty to the Allied cause, of 
Which there can be no question whatever, 
France clearly understands what sort of 
peace that would be, for it would merely 
mean the postponement of Herr Hitler's at- 
tentions while he sought to deal with Bri- 
tain, after which the peace he would have. 
offered France would become just as worth- 
less as so many of his other undertakings. 
Herr Hitler would dearly like to separate 
the Allies, and deal with them piecemeal, 
but that opportunity will be denied him. 





Indeed he may never reach such a position 
from which to prosecute such a scheme, 
for already there are signs that the German 
armies are in danger of overreaching them- 
selves, the German attacks in France being 
reported as of not so great violence as prev- 
jously. Whether that results from the! 
strenuous activities of the Allied air forces! 
behind the German lines is not clear, but! 
in any event it seems that the enemy has 
been obliged to wait until further reinforce 
‘ments in men, and material have been sent. 
up to repair the great wastage which the 
Alllied resistance to the German onslaughts 
has created. One of the important factors in 
the situation is that Herr Hitler is meeting 
a resistance in the alr such as he has not| 
encountered elsewhere, and he is by no 
means obtaining that walk-over which 
superior equipment gave him against the 
gallantry of the Poles, 

In Norway the struggle still progresses: 
for the port of Narvik in the north, ‘Ther 
thé Allies have been able to improve their 
air strength, and though the German troops 
have been forced to evacuate the town they 
have not yet been forced to surrender. There 
is indeed a possibility that they will be: 
obliged to retreat into Sweden, but whether 
they do that or are finally forced to yield 
their arms to the Allies, the result will be 
the same. Allied ‘control of the port of 
Narvik is already in existence, and as an 
outlet for iron ore to Germany it has no 
further importance. German attempts to re- 
Vieve their troops in this area by sea have 
been brought to naught, considerable damage 
having been inflicted upon those units making. 
the attempt. ‘Thus, taking the situation as 
a whole, while there is still room for con- 
siderable anxiety, there is not the slightest 
Justification for pessimism or despondency. 
‘The enemy can expect to reap no very real 
material gains in the territory which he is| 
occupying, for the greatest care is taken to 
ensure the destruction of everything which 
might prove of value to him. Thus the 
‘complete subjugation of Holland brought no. 
ich fuel supplies to the enemy, the precau- 
tion having been taken to fire it all before 
the enemy arrived. ‘The same has been 
done with transport and communications 
facilities, with the result that the Germans 
fre still obliged to depend upon themselves, 
and to continue making heavy demands upon | 
their resources of material which thelr pre- 
sent mode of warfare inevitably entails, It 
fs to be expected that the enemy will seek 
to continue his heavy blows with all the 
rapidity he can command, for the race for. 
vietory so far as he is concerned is com- 
plicated by the ever-increasing demands: 
upon his stores of material, which are limited. 
The Allies on the other hand face no such 
dificulty, and it is only by bringing the 
Allied forces to battle and destroying them 
can Herr Hitler hope to succeed. When 
that battle will be joined it will be for the 

ies to decide, and, if they prefer to wait 
for the moment, it is because of the know- 
ledge that time is still most definitely on 
their side, and operating very greatly to the 
enemy's disadvantage. 

















ALLIES STRIKE BACK 


May 21. 
‘This last week-end has been the most 
striking of the whole war and it has seen 
developments which may have a profound 
effect upon the battle which has now been 
raging for the past eleven days. As it was 
pointed out in this column yesterday as being 
likely to occur the Allied command has 
effected the withdrawal of forces in Belgium 
giving up about three-quarters of the territory 
of that nation, wiping out an inconvenient 
salient, and shortening lines. The orderly 
‘manner in whieh this has been done, probab- 
ly some days before it would have become 
actually necessary, indicates that this has 
been carried out according to plan, and net 
because of any pressure on the part of the 
enemy. Coincident with that withdrawal 
huge reinforcements, British as well have 
French streamed across France into the bat- 
tle area, and while it would be premature 
fo state that the German drive into France 
has been definitely halted there is every rea- 
son to believe that it has been slowed down. 
‘That has been due as much to the enormous. 
amount of damage which has been inflicted 
upon the rear, and supply positions of the 
Germans as to the frontal resistance which 
the Allies have now shown themselves in a 
position to offer. Fifty miles from their 
bases, and dependent upon roads which are’ 
continually. under the “strafing” of the Allied 
air force which is covering itself with glory 
there is every appearance that the German 
military machine has overrun itself, and 
that, until it can establish new bases, and 
protect them more effectively against Allied 
attentions, there is every pwbbability that 
the general situation will become more stat 
and that the Allied forces will soon be in a 
position to Iaunch counterattacks. One such 
has apparently taken place, and the French 
tank corps went into action on Sunday with 
the result that not only were the Germans. 
forced to retreat to a maximum distance of 
1¢ miles, but the towns of Le Cateau and 
Landrecies have been reoccupied,- and posi- 
tions on the Oise between Maubeuge and St. 
Quentin maintained. ‘The Allies are still «| 
Yong way from reducing the bulge between 
Sedan and Maubeuge, which is thirty 
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miles decp at its greatest depth but the fact 
that such a success has been obtained must 
‘be more than a little heartening. 

The appointment of General Maxime 
Weygand as commander-in-chief of the 
French Forces, will be welcomed as in- 
dicating a change in the Allies’ strategy. 
It is thought that General Weygand is bet- 
ter filted despite his age to carry out the 
more dynamic policies for which the Prime 
Ministers of both the principal Allies are 
n such determined support. Whether the 
change over from passive resistance to the 
German onslaught to active and determined 
counter-attacks was the firstfruit, of the 
change in command is not clear, but, coming 
so closely to it, it supports the belief that 
General Weygand lost no time in getting into 
action. Tn any event what happened on 
Sunday clearly demonstrated that the Ger= 
‘man highly mechanized onslaughts can be 
met and thrown back. The relinquishment 
of three-quarters of Belgitim, and with it the 
greater part of the Belgian coast brings Ger- 
many all the closer to Britain. It is doubt- 
ful whether it affords the enemy any greater 
advantage than the carlier gain of the 
Netherlands’ coast, and in any event it has 
to be remembered that enemy air bases in 
Belgium, and Holland bring the German air 
force within an equally short striking dis- 
tance from Britain while they can also be 
attacked from the Allied bases in France in 
exactly the same manner as German bases 
all the way to Hamburg can te thoroughly 
bombed as they were over the week-end. In 
this connection it is important to note that 
the Allies have learned the lessons of ‘the 
German invasion of Poland. ‘Theve the Ger~ 
mans succeeded in defeating the Poles by 
means of vast air attacks which completely 
disrupted Polish communications and rear 
positions. ‘They have not up to the present 
been able to do the same thing to the Allies 
because the latier are possessed of air forces 
which have clearly demonstrated superiority 
of man and machine, if not yet in numbers, 
and to a very large extent neutralized what 
the Germans hoped to effect behind the Al- 
ied lines by doing precisely the same thing 
to the German rear. 

Politically the feature of the week-end was 
the first broadcast made by Mr. Winston 
Churchill to the nation, and the Empire since 
hhe succeeded to the control of the Empire's 
destinies. It is_a speech which should be 
read by every Briton, and every Ally. In- 
deed it would not do"the Germans any harm 
if they read it themselves, for every word, 
every sentence is inspired’ with that deter- 
mination to accept any and every sacrifice to 
ensure that the Allies shall emerge success- 
ful in this the most dreadful of wars which 
the world has ever seen. It is diMeult to 
express in words the sublimity of what is 
going on; the Allies unaided except by their 
kith and icin in the great Dominions and the 
wide Empires which rest beneath their 
shields in combat with, as Mz. Churchill s0 
aptly describes it, “the foulest, and most 
soul-destroying tyranny that ‘has over 

irkened, and stained the pages of history.” 
Of particular interest is the frankness with 
which Mr. Churchill describes the position 
as it was at the time of his broadcast. ‘There 
was not the slightest attempt to gloss over 
the successes which the Germans have 
gained. On the other hand his listeners 
were taken as fully into his confidence as 
military exigencies permitted ond that in 
itself will prove a valuable factor in maine 
taining the moral of Great Britain and her 
Allies. In this connection it is as well to 
remember, when endeavouring to assess the 
possibilities of the position, the Prime 
Minister's assertion that only'a very smal) 
part of the French army has been engaged 
up to the present, and only a very small 
part of France invaded. On the other iand 
there is all the evidence necessary to show 
that practically the whole of the enemy's 
specialized mechanized forees have been 
thrown into this battle-—to support the 
great gamble with which’ Herr Hitler hopes 
fo secure an carly termination of the war, 
and that exceptionally heavy losses have 
been inflicted upon them. ‘The time is not 
yet to be too optimistic over the situation, 
but it is clear that it has features about it 
which do justify rather more hope than was 
the case towards the end of Inst week. It 
is to be expected that sudden changes. such 
as that which occurred over the week-end 
‘will manifest themselves many times before 
the final result is ascertained, but at the 
moment there is certainly no substantial 
ground for pessimism.

No figures of Allied 
fair losses are available, though the statement 
that they amount to only about one quarter to 
fa third of those Jost by Germany, Indicates that

Kast in_men ‘and machines, When the specd 
jwith which the German armies moved into 
Belgium in 1914 Js compared with that of the 
present’ advance only ‘one of two conclusions 
ean be drawn, either that the advance of the 
fenemy in 1014 was unusually fast considering 
{the equipment available in those days, or that 
[present German tempo is already being slowed 
up. The reduction in swiftness may not be 
very apparent to observers at this distance, but 
ithe’ very fact that the German Press is ‘pre- 
paring the public for the reception of such news 
clearly indicates that the German high com- 
‘mand (s already aware of it and is taking steps 
accordingly. It will probably be some. time 
before this present war of movement is wholly 
reduced to positional warfare, but that that wilt 
‘be brought about the Allies are confident. They 
are playing a waiting game and that, in view of 
all the elroumstanees, is the wisest course to 
pursue. 








Prophecy Come True 


A remarkable prophecy about Mr. Winston 
Churchill, the British Prime Minister, and the 
man the Nazis fear most, is contained in “Pillars 
fof Society,” a book wrilten by A. G, Gardiner, 
fand published” before. the “ouibreak of 
‘the last groat_war. ‘The book isa col 
lection of Srticles about men of the day, and 
‘that on Mr. Churehill is most interesting. Mr, 
Gardiner docs not attempt to minimize the 
faults of the personalities he reveals, but at 
‘the same time he does ample justice to their 
‘good qualities, About Mr. Churchill he weltes: 
“He talks through the nose and cannot 
pronounce the letter 's' properly. Tt is not a 
flatlering picture. The defect of speech alone 
would have destroyed most: men. Mr, Chur 
chill makes you forget It by sheer energy of 
hhis mind and manner, He rides, og it wero, 
roughshod over himself. And so with his tem- 
perament. His natural ‘habit Js ebullient and 
provocative, He used to be rude and defiant 
but he has changed all that. He has become 
as discrect as a family lawyer, as docorous 
5 a churchwarden, ‘The spirit is still there, 
but it is curbed and bridied and obedient to 
its imperious master. He cultivates. silence, 
And his silence is not less eloquent than his 
speech and far more signifeant, Tt is not an 
aceldent, for, with all” his” impulsiveness, 
nothing “is accidental about this remarkable 
hind all his actions, however sudden 
or headlong, there. is the calculation of a 
singularly daring ond far-sighted mind—a 
mind that surveys the Meld with the oye of 
the strategist, weighs the forces, estimates 
the positions ‘and, when the hour’ has come, 
strikes with deadly sureness at the vulnerable 
place. “Keep your eye on Churehili” should 
be the watchword of these days, He will 
write his name big on our future.” 
‘This, it should be recollected, was written when 
Mr." Church was a comparatively young 
man, before the German invasion of Belgium 
which brought Britain into the last: war, 


























‘The Thetis Findings 


Early last month Mr. Justice Bucknill issued

‘must have moved the control lever suMiciently 
to cause the bow eap to open and then replaced 
it in a neutral position so that there was nothing 
in the position of the lever to indicate the true 
‘state of affairs. ‘There would have been no 
serious consequences except for another sad 
‘accident. Lieut. Wood before opening the reur 
door performed the usual test to assure himselt 
that the bow cap was not open.

Hupeh Battle Described 


Chinese War Minister Says Chungking Troops 
Attacking Remnants ; Japanese Claim Success 


Chungking, May 18. 


\HE recent battle in North Hupeh was reviewed by General Ho} 
‘Ying-ching, Chinese War Minister and concurrently Chief of 
General Staff, in an interview this morning. 
Early in ‘April, he said, the Japanese began preparations for 
The 33rd Division was sent from 
North Kiangsi to Eastern Hupeh, to replace the 39th Division, which 


the Siangyang-Fancheng drive. 


‘was concentrated at Suihsien. 
area north west of Sinyang. 

‘Then the 33rd division was again 
transferred, from Eastern Hupeh to 
Sinyang, on the Pinhan Railway, 
north of Hankow. ‘The Third Divi 
sion, which previously garrisoned the 
Peiping-Hankow railway, was. con- 
entrated at Changtalkwan, north of 
Sinyang. The Sixth Heavy Artillery 
Brigads was sent from Hankow 
Sinyang, while the 13th Division and. 
the 20th Mixed Brignde were con- 
centrated at Chungtsiang, In addition, 
the Japanese concentrated two artil- 
lery brigades, two tank regiments, and 
‘two poison gas detachments for the 
drive. 





Enclreling Movement 

General Ho continued: “The Ja- 
panese drive alms at the capture of 
Sinyang, Fancheng and Nanyang, with 
the main body, the right wing or 
northern column, moving westward 
north of the Tapich mountains, in an 
attempt to break through the Chinese 
positions, to attack Nanyang, then 
turn southward to support Japanese

“The Chinese forees, however, with- 
drew to positions north of ‘Tangho, 
‘and. as soon as the Japanese forces.

After the Chinese recapture of 
‘Tsaoyang on May 10, the Chinese are

‘Shanghai, May 18, 

Chinese merchants have been co- 
‘operating with Japanese in smuggling 
‘Japanese goods into the Chungking- 
controlled interior in large quantities 
by: means of postal communication 
and ‘the situation “has become 30 
unfavourable that the Chinese au- 
thorities are paying serious attention 
to the matter. Dimeulties are slill 
to be overcome by Chinese officials, 
‘as the smugglers have changed their 
‘methods, 

"The above information is contained 
in a report from Foochow published 
by the "Shun Pao” in which it is 
asserted that, although it is dificult 
to smuggle Japanese goods into the 
Chungking-controlled interior on a 
big ceale because of alertness of the 
Chinese authorities who maintain 
Boycott offices in districts along the 
Fukien coast, Kulangsu; which Is 
‘ccupied by the Japanese, has been 
made the pivot of smuggling activi- 
thes, 

Using several newly established 
pharmacies as the starting points of 
their activities, the smugglers frat 
‘mailed large quantities of valuable 
‘medicines, including tonics, to. dis- 
trlets near the coast where Chinese 
receivers sold them at very cheap, 
prices as a bait, it is stated. The 
foods were arst Sent to Tungan and 

faicheng, just opposite Amoy and 
Kulangsu, and then sold to” small 
Chinese medicine shops in distriets| 
further in the interior. Chinese mer- 
chants in the interior repeatedly. 
remitted money to the two. phar- 
‘macies asking for more such goods. 














Business Grows 

As time went on, goods other than 
medicines were thus sold and bought 
by mail, ‘The business was soon, 
dovelor sd in many parts of Fukien, 
Kiangsi and even the Chekiang bor- 
der. Postal parcels alleged to con- 
tain Japanese goods have been sent 
to these places very often. from 
Kulangsu. ‘The monthly remittance 
tm this connection to Kulangsu from 
varlous distriets in Fukien alone 
emounts to between $500,000 and 
$600,000. 

Chinese authorities have now 
enforced rigid | regulations» against 
‘mailing “enemy” goods, resulting in 
many such cases being discovered, 
but “smugglers have now changed. 
thelr method. ‘They frst. send. the 
goods to countryside districts where 
‘small agents of the Post Office work 
‘and from there they carry the goods 
in person to big cities for sale.

Daylight Saving Backed 
By Council 


Shanghai, May 17, 
‘At Wednesday's" meeting the 
Shanghai Municipal Council ap- 
proved in principle of the adoption 
In the Settlement of a scheme of 
daylight saving by which all clocks 
would be advanced by one hour 
during the summer months, say 
from June 1 to October 1. It was 
suggested that at midnight May 31, 
locks be advanced by one hour. 

In the course of the discussion on 
the subject it wos noted that there 
hhad been considerable public support 
of the adoption by the Couneil this 
year of a scheme of daylight saving 
during the summer months which 
might particularly benefit the less 
well-to-do classes of the community. 
It was contended that by advancing 
the clocks by, say, one hour the 
effect would be a saving in household 
lighting and the provision of a 
longer period of daylight after office 
hours during which the public would 
have greater facilities for outdoor 
recreation. It is understood ‘that in 
China daylight saving has already 
been adopted in the British Conces- 
sion in Tientsin, in Hankow, and in 
the Legation Quarter in Peiping. 

In favouring in principle the 
adoption of the scheme of advancing, 
the clocks, the Couneil decided. to 
Seek the co-operation of all parties 
‘and to address neighbouring authori- 
ties and Chambers of Commerce in 
the hope of obtaining their support 
of the scheme,

‘The Japanese Navy spokesman yes 
terday” confirmed reports appearing. 
in local newspapers that Japanese 
authorities here had asked the co- 
‘operation of foreign shipping between 
Shanghai and Wenchow in obeying} 
the ‘regulations “of Japanese naval 

‘Questioned by a foreign newspaper 
man at his press conference, _the| 
spokesman "said that the Japanese 
Navy had, on April 26 through the 
Japanese ' Consulate-General, sent 
notifications to the local consular 
body requesting foreign ships to obey 
the established procedure. 

Briefly summing up the circums- 
tances leading to the announcement, 
the spokesman said that ships near 
Wenchow dad been discovered 
iegally making use of third powers’ 
flags and at night had been going in 
and out of the harbour without 
lights. “He said such actions made it 
extremely difficult to distinguish be- 
tween Chinese vessels and the ships 
of third powers. 

‘There have been no casez up to 
the present time of foreign ships be- 
ing seized or detained, the spokesman. 
declared.

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Bishop F. R. Graves 
Dies in Shanghai 


‘Shanghai, May 19, 

Bishop_F. R. Graves, D.D, who] 
died in Shanghai on Friday, was one 
of the oldest foreign residents in 
China, and was the Nestor of the 
missionary body. He was born in 
Auburn, New York, on October 24, 
1058, After graduating from Hobart 
College, Geneva, New York, he pre- 
pared for the ministry at the Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary of the: 
Episcopal Church in New York City. 

He volunteered for service in 
China and came out as a missionary 
Jn 1901, After study of the Chinese 
Janguage he was assigned to work 
in the Thoological School in “Wu- 
chang. With ‘the exception of two 
years, 1985-1887, when he was trans 
ferred to Shanghai, the whole of the 
{first period of his missionary work 
‘was in central China, and was more: 
or less of a pioneer ‘nature. In this 

. Way he obtained a. good knowledge 
of the language and of things Chinese 
a3 they were in the old regime. 

He was consecrated Bishop of 
Shanghai, having jurledietion in the, 
lower Yangtze Valley, on June 14, 
1803, in St. ‘Thomas's Church, New 
York City, and returning to ‘China.

Honorary Degrees 
Twice he was the recipient of the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Divin- 
ity, first from the General ‘Theologi 
cai Seminary in 1893 and then from

Oxford University in 1008, His work 
was largely that of an administrator, 
fand hig wise judgment, and efficiency 
in dealing with dimcult situations, 
won for him in the House of Bishops 
the title of the Statesman Bishop. 
He found ‘time in his busy life to 
do considerable literary work, and 
translated theologieal books into Chi- 
nese, rovised the Prayer Book, and 
took’ large share in the preparation 
of a Chureh Hymnal, 

Bishop ‘Graves was ‘deeply inter 
ested “in the establishment of the 
Chinese Branch of “the Anglican 
Communion, the Chung Hua Sheng 
Kung Hul, which was finally effected 
in 1012, He was a great believer in 
a well-educated Christian ministry, 
and in giving a good education to 
those "who would later form the 
backbone of the church in Chino, and 
promoted schools for boys and girls, 
fnd the development of St. John’s| 
University. Ho was also alive to the| 
necessity of good hospitals and 
linies, and realized their value in| 
the evangelization of China. 

On January 27, 1889, he married| 
‘Miss Josephine H. Roberts, who died| 
Im Los Angeles on April 8, 1026. Tis 
three daughters are connected. with| 
the mission in Shanghai, and his son 
isa lawyer in New York. His lite 
‘was marked by singleness of purpose 
“the development of the work of| 
the church Inthe diocese committed| 
to his care. Sometimes he was re- 
ferred {o as a recluse, and as one 
who. withdrew too ‘much from 
Outside activities. 

Tt is recalled, however, the large] 
amount of time he spent as Chairman 
of the Executive Committee In pre- 
paration for the National Conference 
of all the Protestant Churehes in 
China in 1922, and his assiduous 
Tabours as one’.of the chairmen of 
the International Famine Reliet 
Committee in 1920. For this service 
ho was decorated” by the Chinese 
Government.

In the Interest of peace and good | 
order in the Seltlement the Council 
has ‘recently introduced measures 
aimed at amelioration of the com- 
miunity’s livelihood, 

‘Certain’ members of your Associa 
tion have, however, failed to comply 
with "the Council's requirements 
Under Municipal Notifieation No. 8233, 
Which calls for the exhibition by 
them of price lists and for price 
tagging of basic commodities sold by 
them, You are therefore requested 
to bring this matter to thelr urgent 
attention and to instruct them to 
comply with the Council's require 
ments’ without further delay. 

‘As you are aware, there has been 
an improvement during the past few 
Gays in the value of the ‘Chinese 
Gollar but there has been little or no 
decline in prices charged by retail 
lores, Prices which are increased 
when there is a fall in exchange 
should (unless there are presented 
reasons satisfactory to the Council) 
be redueed when the value of the 
Chinese dollar improves. 


Couneit to Take Action 


Accordingly I have to request you 
to inform your members of the neces 
sity of giving the putlic the benelit 
of exchange betterment as soon as 
It occurs, by reduction in retail prices 
charged.” ‘They should be warned

not think that there are many of 
them compared with the number of 
‘Shanghailanders ‘and other foreign 
fers who are daily spending money 
for amusement, drinks, dancing,

Jes, cocktail parties "ete. without 
tuiving a single thought to others who 
do not even have the means to travel 
fon a bus when looking for or going 
fo work. 

‘The main point of O.H’s letter is| 
the question of the possibility to 
employ an amah or similar means| 
to have somebody Jooking after | 
children whilst the parents. are at| 
work, ‘These ways have been and 
stil are tied In every — possible’ 
direction but owing to the housing| 
conditions in Hongkew, many of the| 
attempts have failed, Most of these| 
small rooms in Hongkew are over~ 
filled with furniture and have hardly 
the space for one family, not to 
speak of six, seven or more children, 
plus an amah, In the second place, 
it is very hard to find an amah who| 
is really capable of handling’ chil- 
dren with the necessary” care and 
attention, especially now when Chin- 
ese servants ask—and T think, fully 
justifed—for a considerable’ rice 
‘allowance on top of their salary, 
which expenses cannot be met 
owing to the low wages paid to most 
of the refugees, even by two oF: 
three families, "As things are now, 
the average refugee who has a posi 
tion cannot meet the H.C, L, ‘with 
his salary only but is forced to use|

He heard a grinding noise, 
as of iron against iron, and a shriek, 
and the lady fell backwards, but he 
did not sce her struck.

‘A ‘watchman of the Shanghai &

Aicectly in front of him on the other 
Side of it. While he was talking to 
his daughter the gangway was being

Jeg: at the moment of the Impact the 
chain was slightly raised. She fell 
backwards and he caught her head; 
at the same time he heard the noise 
fof the chain falling. With the assist 
‘nee of a Chinese constable he lifted 
the plaintiff up, got her up the pon- 
toon. and put her into a rickshay 
he ot another for himself and took 
her to the General Hospital, where he 
obtained a certificate from a doctor. 
Dr. Herz, resident physician of the 
/tiospital, who examined the plaintit 
tnd took the X-ray photograph, said 
that she was suffering from a trac 
ure of the right wrist and a con- 
fusion at the top of the left ankle 
about five of six Inches from the 
Ground. "The contusion “could "have

The Iast witness also saw the 
chain moved, at frst along the pon- 
toon, but then it was slightly raised 
and ‘so struck the plaintiff, He. heard 
it fall. AML these witnesses wore 
‘greed that no warning was given 
before the accident nor did they see 
‘anybody moving the chain until later. 

‘The evidence for the defendants ‘1 
respect of the material moment was 
more negative than positive and was 
also explanatory of the - procedure 
followed on this as on. similar oc- 
easions. ‘The sergeant in. charge of 
the Russian guards and watchmen on 
the pontoon said that he warned the 
people there to get back when the 
chains were about to be moved be- 
fore the departure of the ss.

‘Mes. Elson, who is employed in the 
ftem's' store department had a litle 
more positive information to give.

Bombing Suspect 


Shanghai, May 17, 
‘A suspect recently detained by the 
French Police in conneetion with the 
latest bombing by terrorists of the 
“Shanghal Evening Post's” printing 
plant in which an Annamite police 
‘man was killed was charged in the 
First Special District Court yester- 
day with inisappropriation when he 
was alleged to have absconded with 
$1,600 which belonged to his Japanese | 
employer, "manager of the Kyowa 
‘Trading ‘Company. 

‘Daung Tze-zung, the accused was| 
shot in the head ‘while riding in a 
rickshaw on April 27 when the 
terrorist attack was made, He was 
suspected by the police to have beon 
Involved in the bombing and so he 
was escorted to a hospital by the 
officers. 

‘When his employer got wind 
‘of what had happened, he reported 
to Central Police Station alleging 
that the bombing suspect detained 
by ‘the French police was his em- 
ployee who had run away with 
$1,600. 

‘Dzung was alleged to have con- 
fessed to the misappropriation ex- 
plaining that when he met two 
(riends coming from Peiping _ the 
previous night he took them to a 
gambling house in the “badlands’ 
where he lost all the embezzled 
money. They then danced in one of 
the cabarets in Rue Chu Pao San 
until Sam. the next day when he 
left the amusement establishment in 
1 rickshaw. Judgment war reserved. 














‘Misappropriation 

Shanghai, May 19. 
‘A German Jewish radio mechanic 
misappropriated a receiving set be- 
Jonging to a client several days ogo 
to liquidate his debts incurred at 
bars and eafes in the eastern district. 
The debts have been paid, but his 
convenient way of obtaining ready 
cash by pawning the misappropriatéd 
machine brought him a fine of $50 
Jor 50 days’ detention yesterday when 
hhe was arraigned in the First Special 
Distriet Court. 

‘The mechanic {s Max Hamberger. 
23 years old. Employed at a radio 
repair shop at 636 East Seward Road, 
‘owned by another emigre named I. 
JSehweitzer, the radio was given to 
his custody on May 7 to have it 
delivered to the owner, Mr. W. 
Baruch, of 307 Embankment Build- 
jing on’ North Soochow Road. 

Receiving instructions for further 
repairs from Mr. Baruch, the accused 
took the radio to a pawn shop and 
obtained $32. A belated complaint 
lodged with the police resulted, in 
the arrest of Hamberger on Friday. 
[He pleaded guilty to the charge. 








Murder Charge 


Shanghai, May 17, 

Charged with murder, Chen Yi- 
ping, who has received military 
{raining in Chungking, was sentenced 
to seven years’ imprisonment yester- 
Jday by the First Special District 
Court. He was charged with shoot- 
ing Tiu Shi-ti, a pro-Wang Chins- 
jwei student of the Great China 
University in Bubbling Well Road 
lon May 1. He told the court that he 
had killed Hu for revenge. 

‘Chen told the judge that he former- 
ly lived in Changehow but when the 
Sino-Japanese hostilities opened he 











went to Chungking where he received 
military training. Returning to 
[Changchow, he met one, Yu Kang-ta, 
fwho worked for the Chungking gov 
ernment. Yu obtained 0 job for him 
‘and 0 they both came to Shanghai. 
‘On April 12, he said, they met Chen 
Ching-biao, "a student, in Avenue 
Road’ and had a conference in the 
street. 

While they were talking, the 
‘student whom “he Joler shot dead 
Tushed up and killed Chen. "His 
{riend Yu told him to obtain revenge 
Jand so he was given a pistol to shoot 
‘Hu, “He carried out the order accord 
fngiy, he sald. Tt was reveoled in 
court that it was a fight between two 
‘groups of Chinese students in Shang 
fai belonging to two different schools 
‘of political thought. 


False Pretences 

‘Shanghai, May 19. 
‘A news item in the “North-China 
Dally News" has helped the Settle- 
ment Police bring justice to  three| 
ex-employees of the now-defunct 
Chinese Telegraph OMee, Nantao, 
who were each sentenced to a sus 
pended term of 30 days’ detention 
by the First Special Distriet Court 
yesterday for having solicited money| 
in the ame of charity by false 
pretenses at a foreign residence on 
Friday. 

"The three accused were Hsu Wen- 

i, Yao Sih-ching and Zee Yeh-ming. 
Evidence was produced in Court by| 
Mr. Wellington F. 8. Fong, Assistant 
‘Municipal Advocate. 
‘Wearing the uniforms of the non- 
existent ‘company, the three men 
made thelr appearance at House 1, 
Lane 1220 Avenue Road, residence 
of Mr. H. Taylor, Superintendent of 
Cemeteries, SMC, shortly after 
midday Friday. 

‘On the strength of a list of con 
tributors to a fund for unemployed 
former workers of the Chinese 
‘Telegraph Co, they obtained $2 
from Mrs. Taylor. When Mr. Taylor 
earned of it a short while later, he 
informed the police immediately, as 
he had been warned of such 
nefarious activities of men in the 
uniforms of local” telegraph com- 
panies by a news item in the "North- 
China Daily News.” 

Det.-Sergt. K. J. Larby attended 
and placed the. three men under! 
arrest while they were soliciting 
money by a similar method  from| 
Other” householders in the vicinity. 
‘A sum of $17.50, representing 
amount obtained at other places, 
and two blocks of paper were 
seized by the police. 

‘During questioning at the station, 
it was brought out that the men 
had been carrying on their stlegal 
activity for about a month. 

Refugee Sentenced 
| Shanghai, May 15. 

Convicted "of misappropriation, 
F, H, Nanseck, a Central European 
‘Jewish refugee, was sentenced to 18| 
months’ imprisonment yesterday by 
the First Special District Court but 
the sentence was suspended for three 
years, the -judge having decided to| 
‘reat him leniently, Much embezzled 
money has been returned and 
Nanseck promised in court to return 
‘the remainder, 

- "The accused, until recently a book~ 
keeper of Bfessrs. Charles Rudolph 
& Co, surrendered to the police 
after ‘misappropriating $107,900 in| 
order to have enough funds to bring 
hhis mother to Shanghai, His mother 
is in Germany, He admitted having 
lost much money in gambling while 
trying to make more money, 














German Firm Sued 
‘Shanghai, May 22, 

Another case in which a foreign 
firm has been unable to deliver goods 
to Chinese firms in Shanghai be- 
jcause of the war in Europe has been 
referred to the First Special District 
Court. The German firm, Carlowitz| 
& Co, and three Chinese firms are 
involved in the dispute in which the 
Chinese firms are suing the German. 
firm for alleged breach of contract 
in three transactions of tin-plate. The 
‘next hearing will be Meld on Thurs 
day when documents given by both 
Sides to the dispute will again be 
studied by Judge Li. 

It was revealed in court that the 
three Chinese plaintiffs, the Hua 
Cheng Can Manufacturing Factory, 
Fai Kong Canned Goods Company, 
‘and Chen Chi Mow placed an order 
for 250 eases of tin-plate each, long 
ago with theGerman firm. The first 
consignment of cargo reached here 
before the outbreak of hostilities and 
so they still want the foreign firm 
fo give them 155 eases each, petition 
ing the court to order the German 
firm to compensate them in case it 
ig unable to supply the ordered goods. 
It was claimed that the market price 
fof each case of such tin-plate (made 
in Ttaly) is $250 and that the total 
vahie.of 185 ‘cases would be $35,650. 


Contraband Control 


‘Through their lawyers, the plaints 
Jalleged that it was not because the 





{ goods could not reach Shanghai that 

the defendant had viclated the con- 
trnet. It was alleged that the goods 
hhad reached here and been re-sold. 
Counsel for the defecdants stated, 
however, that the first consignment 
‘of the cargo reached ere and was 
Selivered to the plaintiffs and that 
‘when the second consignment arrived 
It was sold to a foreign firm through 
the intervention of a British firm. 
‘The remainder of the ordered cargo 
could not reach here because of the 
British Contraband control. Since 
there was a clause in the contract| 
covering this eventuality, his client 
‘could not. shoulder: the responsibility. 
‘He produced documentary prouf 
‘showing that German goods could not 
each Shanghai. 

‘A. similér case involving the Chi- 
nese compradore and a commercial 
Tepresentative of a Belgian firm w 
recently referred to the same court 
in conneetion with an iron deal, in 
which a Chinese nail manufacturing 
firm sued the foreign firm for a 
breach of contract, stating that the 
Chinese compradore had failed to de- 
liver goods despite the fact there was 
‘ample time to do so before the war, 
‘and claiming a big sum of money as 
compensation. Judgment hag been 
given in favour of the plaintit, 











Alleged Counterfeiters 


Shanghai, May 22. 
On the suspicion that ' they "had 
been counterfeiting notes of the 
Bank of China and Central Bank 
of China, three men were brought 
before the First Special District 
Court yesterday on a writ of de- 
tention. After brief questioning 
during which the men stated that 
they were employees of the printing 
plant where they were arrested and 
that thelr three employers had fled, 
the hearing was postponed for a 
week. 

Tt was brought to light in court 
that counterfeit notes purporting (0 
have been issued by the foregoing 
banks and representing a face value 
‘of more than $20,000 were selzed by 
the police in the plant located at 594 
Avenue du Roi Albert, ‘The plant 
‘was raided by Central police in 
cocperation with the French police 
on Monday. Two printing machines 
‘were also seized by the police. 





Second Special Court 


Robbery Planned 


3 ‘Shanghai, May 18, 
While*two Chinese were sentenced 
to death last winter by. the First 
Special Distriet Court for murdering 
their father in the Settlement. by 
electrocution, two other Chinese aged 
about 20, are being detained by the 
Second Special District Court on 
suspicion that they have instigated 
the murder or robbery of their 
father in the French Concession “in 
‘order to obtain his money. 

‘These two latter youths were 
arrested on May 16 by the French 
police soon after an” assault had 
been made on their father who lives 
in a room on the eighth floor of 








‘May 22, 1940 
the Chinese ¥IM.C.A. in Boulevard 
de Montigny. ‘Tho assault was made 


by two other youths well dressed 
in foreign clothes. One of them 
was arrested and it was through the 
alleged confession made by’ this, 
arrested youth that the police later 
arrested the two sons of the victim, 
‘Mr, Wang Kung-wen, a rich Shan- 
tung merchant, 

It was alleged by the arrested 
lad that they went to the Chinese 
YMCA. to rob Mr. Wang in order 
fo enable his two sons to get his 
money and that they did so at the 
instigation of tho sons. Losing no 
time, the French police soon arrested 
the ‘two sons at a Concession 
‘address, Wang Min-shing and Wang 
‘Ming-yao, the arrested sons, who 
have received "their education in 
‘Shanghal, were brought before the 
Concession court yesterday on a 
writ of detention after briet ques 
tioning. The French police re- 
frained from framing charges against 
them, Hearing was postponed for 
10 days, 

It will be recalled that two young 
‘men went to Mr. Wang's room 
where they ‘were received by their 
intended vielim, Producing an. imita- 
ion pistol, one’ of them pointed the 
fake gun ‘at his heart ‘while the 
other tried to bind him with a long 
rope. Discovering that the gun was 
‘an imitation one, the victim screamed 
for help, whereupon servants of the 
dormitory rushed to the scone of the 
trouble in time to arrest the youth 
armed with the fake gun,

GERMAN TREACHERY 
By O. M, Gntew 


‘The revelations of what treachery did In 
opening Norway's doors to the Hun have 
started a general hunt after Hitler’s Fifth 
Column, ‘The “Daily Telegraph” has pub- 
lished a remarkable account of the number 
of Nazi key-men sent to London before the 
war. One was a German doctor of high re- 
pute, another a financier who owned an 
aeroplane and a yacht (it sounds like “The 
‘Thirty-Nine Steps") and another was a 
scoutmaster. 

‘They were all spotted by our police, 
watched and arrested within 24 hours of the 
outbreak of war, But it is by no means cer- 
tain that they did not manage to get hold 
of agents who would be prepared to do 
mischief. ‘The number of Germans in this 
country, 60,000, and the laxity of the first 
Alien Tribunals cannot but cause uneasiness. 

‘One does not want the innocent to suffer 
with the gullty, but what are the facts? 
‘The Minister of' Information put them awith 
unanswerable force in a specch at South~ 
ampton. He complained that there were 
neutrals to be met in this country as well. 
as in neutral countries, and he denounced 
the fallacy that we are merely fighting a 
minority in Germany and not Germany her~ 
self. ‘To the extent that the German people 
support Hitler, and there is no evidence that 
‘they do not, the British people are fighting 
the German’ people. As Mr. J. A. Spender 
pointed out in the “Sunday Times” recently, 
there has never been a time for 70 years 
past when the European nations would not 
have lived peacefully together if it had not 
been for Germany. The British people are 
getting roused, Nothing has so much roused 
them as Hitler's monstrous invasion of Den- 
mark and Norway. (Now Holland and 
Belgium—Ed,) And this, perhaps, is not the 
least of the mistakes he’ will make, 








‘The announcement by Capt. Euan Wal 
Jace, Minister of Transport, ‘that he has 
accepted -the railway companies’ claim that| 
‘they must have another £22,250,000 annually 
and consequently all fares are to go tip ane 
‘other 10 per cent. from May 1 (plus the: 
extra § per cent. a year ago) has had a 
very bad press and public. ‘The excuse is 
‘the usual one of increased working costs— 
£10 million more for material, £0% mil- 
ions increased wages, £2% allowances for: 
men serving with H. M. Forces. ‘The last 
item, which one will observe being much 
the smallest, is the one which would have 
been accepted without challenge. Capt. Euan 
‘Wallace is particularly blamed for not having. 
the question referred to the Railway Rates 
‘Tribunal. 

No doubt the companies’ figures are per~ 
feetly sound. ‘They are suffering as_many’ 
others are from the lavish all round increase 
of wayes, not only in their own staff, but in 
every industry on which they draw. And 
this increase of wages is very hard to 
understand. Food control has ‘pushed up 
some food prices, but that is artificial, 
not from scarcity: But the word “war” 
‘was sufficient excuse for demands for 
higher wages and if one industry gets its 
‘way in this respect, the others won't rest 
until they yet the same, and the employers 
naturally pass on the burden to the con- 
sumers. 

‘The Minister of Agriculture promised last 
‘autumn that 2,000,000 acres of grass Jand 
should be ploughed up by this spring. Now 
he has announced that already nearly 
1,900,000 have been ploughed up. There 
are more tractors at work than ever before, 
more cattle, pigs and poultry in the country 
than when the war began. And all this in 
spite of the worst winter Britain has had for 
45 years. So the Balaams so hot -on his 
track are obliged to turn thelr cursing into 
Blessing, and the voice of the turtle is heard 
in the law. 





‘The great question is whether this keen- 
ness on agriculture will survive the blight- 
ing return of peace. But there ate favour- 
able circumstances now which give one hope. 
‘There seems no doubt that not a few of the 
evacuated town children have developed 
real desire to stay on the land. In the 
second place, people are becoming really 
frightened at the growth of our towns. Only 
recently one of the Socialists urged that 
the Government would take power as it 
could very easily, to prevent factories from 
being built anywhere their owners pleased, 
particularly round London, where in the 
past ten years hundreds of thousands of the 
‘most fertile acres in England have been 
snerificed to factories and the suburbs that 
have sprung up round them. And Instly it 
may well be that the German rape of Der 
mark may be a blessing to our farmers. 
‘That sounds a brutal thing to say. But with 
or without our help Danish agriculture can 
not fail to flourish once the Hun is out of 
‘the land, and the plain fact is that for many 
years Denmark has been selling us what we: 
‘could and ought to have produced at home. 

Yet another good deed has to be recorded 
to the Government's credit. Last December’ 
the Pilgrim ‘Trustees gave £25,000 for the

encouragement of music and the arts. Mr. 
Ramsbotham has now announced that the 
Government will give as much more up to| 
a limit of £50,000 as can be got by voluntary 
subscription.

£100,000 available for this admirable pur- 
ose. 

‘There are of course people who ask in- 
dignantly why all this money should be

ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


May 13—We notice that the bead tree or, as 
it Js sometimes called, the “Pride of India,” is 
commencing to bloom ‘along erecks in the coun 
try and in locat gardens. This tree, the botanical 
ame of which is Melia Azedarach, from the 
Greek name for the manna ash, is one of our 
most ornamental shade trees.” Delicate lilac 
flowers are produced in profusion: these are 
fragrant and they are followed by berries from 
which the tree obtains its common name, beads 
being made from the stones. ‘The compound 
foliage is also very attractive; but as the tree 
is a fast grower, it is attacked by borers. The 
melia is ‘a dificult tree to transplant when 
large, but easy in its young state. ‘There is a 
fine specimen growing Close to the creck, run- 
ing along the south side. of Hungjao Road. 
‘Another of our specimen lawn trees is also 
beginning to flower, although it is chiefly for 
lis dense. and attractive foliage that we grow 
this tree In our gardens. We refer to the cam- 
phor (ree Clnnamomum Camphora a native of 
China and Japan. ‘The botanical name of this 
tree was derived from the Arable word, for 
cinnamon which is obtained from the bark of 
fone of the species C. verum. The fragrant wood 
fs used for making high-class furniture, and as 
At Is istastetal to insets i Is entremely use- 
ful for this purpose. We have known cases 
however, where ordinary timber has been treated 
‘with camphor oll and sold as the real article. 
Contrary to many reports, the camphor tee 
is not a slow grower: the finest loral spreimen

May 15—We notice that Nerlum Oleander is 
in bud in many local gardens. This evergreen 
shrub, a native of the Mediterranean regions, 
thrives in a humid atmosphere and it Is. pre- 
sumed that it obtained its name from the Greck 
‘word eros, meaning moist, The oleander likes 
a sheltered position here; but it will grow in 
‘an exposed situation provided the Winter is 
not too severe, We have seen specimens absolute- 
ly leafless in early Spring: new shoots began 
to grow from the main stems however as soon 
ag the weather became warmer and the shrubs 
were as beautiful as ever the following 
‘Summer. Another tree just commencing to 
bloom is the pomegranate: this tree was re- 
ferred to in these notes three weeks ago. We 
have been asked why the strawberry is called 
by that name, The answer is that the fruit. 
derived its name from the practice of gardeners: 
faying straw under the fruit to prevent them 
becoming spoiled by contact with soll as they 
began to ripen. Some writers differ from this 
view: they tell us that the plant was originally 
‘called strayberry, the name being derived from 
the ‘self propagating habit of the plant, Tt 
sends out “runners” along the ground which 
stray away from the paront plant after the 
frulting segson is over. ‘The botanical namo of 
the strawberry is Fragaria vesea, derived rom 
the fragrance of the fruit, It is found in many 
parts of the world; but Scotsmen insist that 
the fnest fruit is produced near Edinburgh and 
Dundee. The Hautbois varicty was one of the 
‘earliest known: this is supposed to have beon

Dutch forces were reported today 
to be resisting successfully against 
‘the ‘concentrated German attack in 
the Arnheim region.

Flanders Takes Welght of Battle

‘Arrangements have been made by 
the authorities for the reception and 
accommodation of the refugees. from 
Holland and Belgium. 

‘They are to be received temporarily 
at centres in London, Lancashire, the|

these centres they will, in due course, 
‘be dispersed to more ‘permanent ac- 
commodation.

The interior 
of Switzerland is a literal network 
‘of natural. obstacles, Besides the 
natural obstacles, the Swiss have 
constructed a series of defence lines 
which are just os impregnable. At 
the St. Gothard, the traditional key~ 
position and centre of Switzerland's 
Gefensive organizations, is a fortress 
which could: literally ‘hold out for 
years, “Subterranean casemates cut 
‘deep Into the roek and protected by 
Fock walls 200 metres thiek are im- 
pervious to air and artillery shells.

a British battleship of Norway.

Concentrated Violence 
Paris, May 15. 

Germany today directed her blite- 
krieg against French lines in the 
Sedan region and at nightfall, French 
and German infantrymen, tanks and 
warplanes were still engaged ino 
general affray the results of which 
were in the balance. 

French military quarters declared 
German motorised unlls may even- 
tually pierce French lines and ad- 
vance deeper Into French territory. 
But these units would not be sup- 
ported by the masses of the infantry 
that are needed to consolidate gains. 

French and German infantry, they 
pointed out, were at grips tonight 
In the Sedan area, although motorised 
units had succeeded in penetrating 
Into French positions at three points. 

‘According to late night informa. 
tion, the German forces today hurled 
themselves in concentrated violence 
against French Yines near Sedan and, 
thelr armoured units warding off the 
‘brunt of French resistance, succeeded 
tn forming a sallent of ten miles 
after they had crossed a bridge just 
south of the Meuse. 


French Counter-Attack 


Later in the day, the French forces 
counter-attacked and reduced the 
fallent to four miles.

To Lose Heart ; Sedan-Maubeuge “Bulge” Wider 


London, May 20. 
[73s authoritatively stated that the position in France ean be 
summed up as follow : “It can be said all actions carried out 
by the enemy failed despite powerful artillery support and succes- 
sive infantry attacks.” From Montmedy to the Rhine and along 
the Rhine there is nothing to report, it is stated. In northern 
Belgium the Allies continue strategic: movements in very satis~ 
factory conditions without any serious enemy interference. From 
authoritative circles in London it was learned today that while the 
situation still was undoubtedly “pretty grim,” there is no reason

‘The situa- 
tion remains serious, even grave, at certain points, but has not been 
considerably modified in the past 24 hours, it is authoritatively 
stated in London, The tfouble is in the “bulge” between Sedan 
and Maubeuge. As far as can be scen from latest repérts, the base 
of the bulge has been slightly widened but not very much deeper. 
The general direction of movement is to the north-west, where

He was born_on November 7, 1842 
at Cranaher, County Clare, Ireland: 
His adventurous career began ently 
when at 18°he 4 the Royal 
Engineers and sailed to Indin in a 
barque-rigged boat, going via the 
Cape of Good Hope as there was no 
Suez Canal in those days. 

In the next half-century, he saw 
action in many parts of Africa and 
‘Asia—in the Jowaki Expedition of 
1877-8, ‘the Zulu war of 1879 (when 
he was @ Brevet-Major), the Afghan 
‘war in 1890, and the Egyptian cam- 
palgn of 1882, when Britain landed 
troops to quell a revolt. “By this time 
he was a Brevet Licut.-Colonel and 
the friend of General Gordon, 

Back in India in 1695, he was pro- 
‘moted Brigadier-General, and. ‘was 
Chiet of Staff of the rellet expedition 
fo Chitral, a small subordinate native 
state in the North-West Frontier zone. 

He commanded the Malakand fleld 
foree and the Buner fleld force two 
years later, and was promoted Majo 
General, in the Boer War he wa 
Lieut-General, and in command of 
‘troops in eastern ‘Transvaal, 

Ho retired in 1907, and was 71 
when ‘the Great War’ broke out. It 
was his great regret that he could 
hot serve in the war, and he was 
delighted when, in 1098 he was ap-
